Rev. A. K. Beem Does Not Believe 
Its Story. 


Says That Other Religions Have 


Similar Legends. 


Rev. A, K. Beem yesterday morning 
preached to the largest corigregation 
that has gathered at the Unlversalist 
church since he became its pastor. His 
subject was “ The Rise, not tbe Fall of 
Man.” 
He said in part: 


The doctrine of the fall of the human 
race in Adam comes from the idea that 
it is the teaching of a book that is tinal 
authority iu th e matter. 
It ia based on 
the idea that the 
chapters of Gen­ 
esis are to be aceeoteu as literal, his­ 
torical inerrant document. 
But were 
we even to consider the Garden i»f 
I'klen story as so much actual history it 
hardly seems to justify the conclusion 
taught by the creeds, that man began 
perfect and then fell. 


But should this and s'milar stories be 
conaidered history V 
Were we to read 
this account in any other book than 
the 13ible it would never enter our 
minds to call it history. Other religions 
have similar stories. 
The i*ersians 
tell us that the lirsD pair were tem(>ted 
by the ricrpent-likc evil spirit to eat of 
a certain tree which was to give them 
immortality. 
But instead of tnat it 
lilled them with evil inelinatior s and 
destroyed all their goodness. 
The in- 
habitant.M of Thibet trace all the shame 
and wickedness of the world back to 
the eating of a particular sweet herb; 
while the Greeks say that Pandora's 
disobedience in opening the box given 
her by the gods brought sin into the 
world. 
And so the various traditions 
run. 


I do not believe we have any good 
reason to contend for the literal truth­ 
fulness of the Hebrew story and call all 
tiie rest spurious or legendary. 
In my 
judgment they are all simply honest 
elTorts of a childhood world, a world 
unac(juainted with science or seientiiie 
methods, to account for thingsthat are. 
The facts are in no way the result of 
the stories but the stories are the re­ 
sult of man’s observation of the facts. 


People have concei'ued themsidves 
so much over the origin of evil. 
It 
would be adecideu gain to give the at­ 
tention fora while to the (¡uestion of 
the origin of good. 
Tne fact is botii 
terms came into use only as man ad­ 
vanced and they are used in a relative 
sfii.'-e alvv’ays and refer to t!.>nditi<)nr.
